Since th^^ nghts granted by a U S. patent extend only throughont tne tenilory of tne United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, ar^ inventor who washes parent protection In another country must app?y for a paiont 
in a specify occntry or ?n regional pateru offices. AppHcanta may wish to consider the filing of an inlernat^onai 
application under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PGT). An international (PGT) appiicatfon generally has the sasTie 
effect ae a regular national patent appiioatson in each PGT-member country The PGT process ssmpHfses the filing 
of patent appiioations on the same invention ;n n^emoer countries, but doe^ no^ result in a grant of '^an jnternat;onai 
patent'^ ar-d does not eliminate the need of appilcants to file additional documems and tees in oountrfes where patent 
protection is deeired. 

Almost every coontry has its own patent law, and a person desiring a patent in a parhcnlar country must make an 
application for patent in that country accordance with iis particujar iaws. Since the laws of r^iany countfjes differ 
in various respects from the patent ^aw or the United States. app?jcants are advised U> seek guidance from specific 
foreigr^ countries to ensure that patent rights are not iost prematurely. 

Applicants also are advised that In the case of invenfsons made in the United StateS: the Director of the USPT'O must 
issue a license before applicants can appiy for a patent in a foreign country.
